Lou 
Young has resided in Narberth for a long time, and his im- 
pressive experience with the Red and Blue elevens will always 
be something for the sports experts to conjure with. 

Harvey Harman was a borough resident (and a member 
of the local Council) when he was on the same U. of P. job, 
only leaving when he took over at Rutgers.

THIS DEPARTMENT is assuredly no place to air a per- 
' sonal peeve, if such this is, but perhaps it is due others to 
demonstrate that when one fails to keep a well-founded reso- 
lution, one can be pretty well disturbed by the penalty he 
foolishly incurs. It all pertains to a self-imposed pledge to 
abstain from so-called "best sellers" for not less than two years 
after they were published, if they were to be read at all, which 
seldom if ever occurs nowadays. 

This kind of conviction, as might be surmised, was the re- 
sult of being the victim of a long series of swindles, like, many 
another book-buyer. Prom such an experience, it would not be 
far-fetched to say that not more than one out of every 25 books 
of recent fiction has a defensible claim on the labor and ma- 
terial used in its preparation, not to mention the pilferings if 
the cash and time of the cheated reader. 

The general subject of present-day books can be as au- 
thentically serious as one wants to make it, as it is evident, 
among other, things, that our forests are being cruelly depleted 
by the tons of trash which are regularly rolling off the presses 
of the book publishers. In some respects, the situation is ghastly. 

Somewhere in Pennsylvania, as a case in point, a plant is 
now being built which will cut and bind the books right on 
the printing press, and the promoters are already gloating over 
the terrific output which will come to pass. Throughout the 
land, as a, result of regimented bookclub memberships and other 
Bmart devices, there is streaming into the homes of Americans 
carloads of the rubbish and the additional plans underway make 
one believe that even Alaskas' vast reserves of wood-pulp will 
be hard-pressed to cope with the increasing attack on the na- 
tion's culture and perhaps its general moral structure. 

Anything, apparently, can find a publisher. How many 
copies of "Forever Amber" were sold and how many cargoes 
of good paper were wasted in printing this inane futility? 
Nancy Bruff wrote "The Manatee," a tawdry thing scorned 
by every honest reviewer, and yet it sold by the tens of thou- 
sands. The same woman, lacking even the most elementary 
kind of artistic or writing skill, albeit well up on the' lush 
things of concupiscence, is now but with "Cider from Eden," 
described by Lewis Gannet, o,f the New Yorn Herald-Tribune, 
as the worst book, from a literary standpoint, in his entire ex-

Don Rose Talks 
To Members of 
Narberth PA. A. 

Says "We Must 
Pay the Price 
for World Peace" 

"Have we dedicated to the cause 
of peace the courage, patience, the 
hard work and the self-sacrifice we 
gave so recently to the grim busi- 
ness of war?" 

This was the question Don Rose, 
newspaper columnist and world 
traveler, asked members of the 
Narberth Parent Teachers' Associa- 
tion at their meeting Monday night. 
Russia and War 

"Peace is just Kke anything else 
in life," Rose told the audience. 
"You may obtain it, if you're willing 
to pay for it ... it depends how 
seriously you really want it." 

Referring to Russia and danger 
of war. Rose said that during con- 
versations with Russians while he 
was abroad, he was invariably ask- 
ed by them: 

"Just what do you Americans 
want." 

Recalling his experience in Ger- 
many, he told of souvenir hunting 
and of trading two cigarettes for 
a souvenir, pointing out that be- 
cause of the horrors and terrors of 
the war something serious has hap- 
pened. 
Distorted Values 

The tragedy of haggling over the 
price of a souvenir in terms of cig- 
arettes is typical of the distorted 
values, he said. Europeans have lost 
their sense of values and stand- 
ards. Until we can restore a sense 
of what is true and what is worth- 
while, the cause of peace has along, 
long way to go." 

Visiting in Norway, Rose found 
the friendliest of people in all Eu- 
rope and in Denmark he saw a large 
groups of undernourished children 
arriving from Belgium to a land 
where there was food.

agent of the Lima Works of the 
Westlngtiouse Electric Company; 
John, assistant to the traffic man- 
ager at the Campbell Soup Com- 
pany, who lives at home, and 
Roger, a physician and naval officer 
stationed at the Coatesville Veter- 
ans Hospital.

Walter Fox has been - interested 
in community affairs since he first 
came here. He was one of the first 
to advocate Borough childrens' at- 
tendance at Lower Merion Town- 
ship School, when the Narberth 
High School was discontinued after 
the last war. , 

During the twenties he ran for 
the School Board, but he was de- 
feated—little knowing that twenty 
years later he would be President 
of the Council, 
first Elected In '37 

When Fox was elected to Council 
for his first term In November, 
1937, and took office the following 
January, he brought his own philos- 
ophy of government with him. 

"It is mandatory," Fox says, 
"that every man and woman be in- 
terested in and take part in his lo- 
cal government. After all, good 
government begins In the home, 
with good relations between neigh- 
bors and residents ..of the home 
town. Upon decent local govern- 
ment rests goqjH County, State and 
Federal government." 

When he took office as President 
of Council in January, 1945, he un- 
dertook responsibilities and cares 
which, as he says a little wryly, 
"sometimes don't tend to make the 
President of Council a popular 
man." 

"I believe that as president I have 
the responsibility of initiating ac- 
tion in Council, not just conduct- 
ing meetings and appointing com- 
mittees and their chairmen, a rou- 
tine part of the president's job." 

"In addition, the president also 
acts as liaison officer between the 
administrative branch and execu- 
tive branch of Borough govern- 
ment." 
Names All Committees 

Fox's term of office as president 
runs for two years, but his term as 
Councilman runs for four years. In 
the case of his absence. Burgess 
Richard Miller takes over, since 
there is no vice-president of Coun- 
cil — in the case of the absence of 
both, the chairman of the Finance 
Committee takes over. 

Fox also organizes all standing 
committees of Council, appoints 
their chairmen and is a member, 
ex-offlcio, of all of them. 

There are six standing commit- 
tees which conduct Borough affairs 
and they serve for a term of two 
years, which is the term of Council. 
They are: Finance and Liens 
Committee, Henry P. Carr, chair- 
man; Water, Light and Health 
Committee, Robert M. Cameron, 
chairman; Highway and Sewer 
Committee, William S. Thompson, 
chairman; Building Committee, 
Sterling M. Chain, chairman; Prop- 
erty Committee, William P. Davles, 
chairman, and Public Safety Com- 
mittee, wheh incliudes the Police 
and Fire Departments, Franklin C. 
Hutchinson, chairman. 



"Narberth is particularly fortu- 
nate that its Council is made up of 
men who are unselfish, without 
political aspirations or axes to 
grind. As a result, citizen- of Nar- 
berth are assured of impartial, busi- 
ness-like adminstraton. 

"Despite the fact that being a 
Councilman can sometimes be a 
thankless job, it is always full of 
a great deal of personal satisfac- 
tion." s** 

During the years Fox has been 
a member, Council has Initiated the 
Borough's newBuilding and Zoning 
Code, which was passed in 1940, has 
undertaken a storm and water 
drainage survey in 1939 to show 
what has to be done to make drain- 
age adequate throughout the Bor- 
ough; and has generally shown 
itself to be alert to the war and 
peacetime needs of the community.

Hollywood script writers prob- 
ably would refuse an assignment 
on the life of Maj. Anthony K. 
Flores because it seemed too fan- 
tastic. The Valley Forge Military 
Academd fencing: coach has experi- 
enced mbrc thrills in 40 years than 
most men meet in a lifetime. 

Maj. Flores, of Spanish-British 
extraction, was born in New York 
city. He attended New Utrecht 
High School, later studied at Mac- 
Fadden Physical Education Insti- 
tute and Washington and Lee. He 
also embarked on a pre-medteal 
course at University of Quito, Ecu- 
ador. 

The prosaic life ended for Maj. 
Flores in 1928, when he visited 
Centra] and South America as in- 
terpreter for an engineering group. 
In Honduras, he met an exiled 
Japanese nobleman named Uskuri. 
He was an expert in the gentle art 
of Judo. 

Maj. Flores, intensely interested 
in Judo, practiced constantly with 
Uskuri. That dilllgence paid off in 
1932, when he won the National 
Judo championship in New York. 
The Valley Forge mentor there- 
after successfully defended his 
title every year except during the 
war, finally vacating asundefeated 
champion last year. It was one of 
the longest uninterrupted reigns in 
American sports history. 

While traveling In Nicaragua, 
Maj. Flores became embroiled 
In that country's 1929 revolu- 
tion. . A Wood-thirsty band of 
revolutionists attacked his 
firm's hydro-electrlcplant out- 
side Malagua, and the malor 
was «er|ous!v w"'tnd*rt. BuIleN 
ricocheted oft his head and 
chest and he received machete 
slashes of the leg and neck. 



Only the traditionally timely ar- 
rival of American Marines saved 
the group, although Uskuri, the 
Judo master, was killed in the skir- 
mish. Later, Maj. Flores returned 
to the States' and coached fencing, 
weight lifting, boxing and wrestling 
teams at a New York YMCA. 

He turned out six State and Mid 
South championship wrestling 
teams while tutoWnir nt (""-Wo 
Heights M. A., Lebanon, Tenn, 
Flores-coached fencers also won 
four consecutive Mid-South titles. 
During the war, the 5-foot-5. 150 
pound Flores taught tactics of Judo 
and unarmed combat at the U. S. 
Military Academy. Among his stu- 
dents were Ail-Americans Glenn 
Davis and Doc Blanehard. The m» 
1or also authored numerous instruc- 
tion booklets for both Army and 
civilian use. 

Later Army assignments sent 
him to tF. Benntng, Ga., and to 
Ft. Warsen, Wyo., where he was 
chief of hospital reconditioning. 
Before reviving fencing at Val- 
ley Forge last September. Maj. 
Flores operated a women's re- 
ducing gymnasium In White 
Plains, N. V.
